Civilians Give 
Over $1,000 
To Red Cross 

With the collection of $2,067.29 
up to last Saturday, the Red 
Cross war fund campaign today 
is in the home stretch. 

Lt. Armand W. Roos, chair¬ 
man of the drive, reports that 
three fourths of the camp officer 
and civilian personnel have been 
canvassed. “I am sure that the 
final results will be ahead of last 
year’s donations” he said.

25. The officers have paid $447.50 
and the post exchange employes 
donated $98.50. Without solicita¬ 
tion the station complement en¬ 
listed men gave more than $300.

for officer training in the MAC. 
A waiver must be obtained by 
men 35 or more.

DIGEST OF THE WORLD’S WAR NEWS 1 

“Not just the best trained or the best equipped soldier, but the 
best informed soldier in the world.”

Late news from the hot spot of 
the war in Europe—the Remagen 
bridgehead—is bright with new 
gains of the American First army. 
Yank foot soldiers have driven 
east from t h ei r cross - Rhine 
bridgehead to a point less than 
two miles from a six-lane super¬ 
highway which links the Ruhr 
industrial valley with Frankfurt 
on the Main. The Yanks also 
have seized an important hill at 
the southern end of the 11-mile 
long holding. All-out efforts of 
the Nazis to destroy the Luden- 
dorff bridge at Remagen are 
proving futile. Our air superi¬ 
ority is enabling our ground 
forces to exploit this break¬ 
through to the utmost. 

Other First army units north 
of Remagen captured Bonn late 
last week, thereby securing pos¬ 
session by the Allies of 118 miles 
of the Rhine’s west bank from 
the Coblenz area to Holland. The 
only Nazi bridgehead in this 
stretch—16 squqre miles around 
Wesel—is under furious assault 
by Canadian First army units. 
South of Remagen, the meeting 
of the First and Third armies has 
trapped elements of 10 enemy 
divisions in a 1,000-square mile 
pocket extending back almost to 
the Belgian border. And the Third 
army is expected also to begin 
crossing the Rhine at a point 
slightly north of Coblenz. 

Meantime a powerful pincers is 
closing on the vital Ruhr. The 
Ninth army attackers from the 
south already have begun shell¬ 
ing the big industrial centers 
east of the Rhine. Allied bombers 
also are pounding the Ruhr. 
Moreover, ceaseless aerial raids 
against the crumbling Reich fre¬ 
quently are teamed with Soviet 
ground forces east of Berlin. 

Red Army troops a little north 
of Frankfort on the Oder are 
engaged in a powerful attack to 
expand their bridgeheads over 
the river-^within 35 miles of the 
Nazi capital. However, Moscow 
has yet to announce any crossing 
of the Oder. But Marshal Stalin 
has announced the capture of the 
east bank section of Kuestrin, 
after five days of hand-to-hand 
street fighting. 

Soviet dispatches also call at¬ 
tention to the battle northeast of 
the Oder river. The Second White 
Russian army of General Rokos- 
sovsky is battling within sight of 
the church spires of Danzig. Ac¬ 
cording to Moscow, Red Army 
planes have cut off all escape 
lanes from the big Baltic port. 
A bloody end is drawing near 
for the German divisions trapped 
in this region. 

Around the cities of Koenigs- 
berg (East Prussia) and Breslau 
(Silesia) the Soviets are tighten¬ 
ing powerful sieges. And far to 
the south, Moscow reports a 
flaming tank battle continues 
around Lake Balaton southwest 
of Budapest. Further, Berlin re¬ 
ports that the Soviets are fight¬ 
ing hard to effect a breakthrough 
to the Moravian Gap route to 
Prague and Vienna. This last 
item comes upon the heels of 
reports that President Eduard 
Benes of Czechoslovakia has re¬ 
turned with his government to 
his native land. 

In the Pacific, veteran Yanks 
of the 41st Infantry division in¬ 
vaded the second largest island 
of the Philippines Saturday. 
Latest word of the amphibious 
landing indicates that the Yanks 
already have completed libera¬ 
tion of Zamboanga Town in 
southwestern Mindanao — and 
Seabees are rapidly putting into 
shape a vital bomber airdrome 
within 215 miles of Borneo. Our 
ground forces, supported by both 
air and naval units, caught the 
enemy off guard, and he has not 
yet been able to organize his 
defenses. 

The fighting on I wo Jima ap¬ 
parently has reached the mop-up 
stage, but bitter resistance still 
is expected from remaining Jap 
troops dug into strong defense 
positions on the northwest tip 
of the volcanic island. 

Even in China the Nips are 


suffering reverses. Counter-at¬ 
tacking Chinese troops have re¬ 
taken Suichwan, a Kiangsi pi/>- 
vince town lying midway be¬ 
tween Hong Kong and Hankow.* 
Suichwan once was the site of 
an American air base. It was 
abandoned by the 14th air force 
late in January, and is the first 
air base east of the Jap-held 
corridor through south China to 
be recaptured by the Chinese. 

Allied ground forces in Burma 
also have scored new gains. Brit-^ 
ish troops have practically seali^fe 
off all escape routes for tlS^ 
enemy holding out in Fort Duf- 
ferin, main Jap position inside 
Mandalay. And to the northeast 
Chinese forces have taken Lashio, 
once the starting point of the old 
Burma road. 

In the wake of two tremen¬ 
dous Superfort raids o n their 
homeland, each one involving 300 
low-flying B-29’s and 2000 tons 
of bombs, the Japanese are doing 
plenty of worrying about the 
threat of an American invasion 
of Japan proper. The Tbkyo ra¬ 
dio says the Japanese army re¬ 
cently spent three days in anti¬ 
invasion rehearsals. 
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Tears are being shed by S-Sgt. 
Ed Kosner’s Chemical Warfare 
buddies on his girl friend’s dout 
cross. She engaged herself to 
civilian. . . . Has Minette Mutton 
of the main PX been a very good 
girl for a year? She proudly dis¬ 
plays a good conduct ribbon . . . 
Pvt. Hill being the cause of a 
feud that has reached the Hat- 
field-McCoy proportions. Girls, 
the next time you want to slug 
it out, call Lt. Johnson at the 
camp gym. He’ll set up a ring 
for you . . . T-4 Hyman keeping 
the midnight oil burning many a 
night'while he sends his word 
of undying love and devotion to 
his girl 3500 miles away. Is love 
really worth the pain Abe? . . . 
The sign says 22 AAF Base Unit 
but spring planting seems to be 
their duty lately . . . Fire Chief 
Renck the new recipient of the 
camp “8” ball wearing the num¬ 
ber out on the bowling lanes . . . 
Civilian personnel girls forming 
a leg tan club. Pretty tough to 
blot out freckles Miss Horsley ... 
Handsome Johnny Simiele was 
unanimously elected b y secret 
ballot mayor of the station com¬ 
plement latrine association . . .

LT. COLONEL CHARLES E. PACKARD 


Commanding Officer of the 
22nd AAF Base Unit at Camp 
Anza, a native of Wenatchee, 
Washington, and a direct des¬ 
cendant of one of the first set¬ 
tler:? of Riverside California, is 
Lt. Colonel Charles Packard. 

In the year 1860 his grand¬ 
father came to California and 
settled in the Valley of Paradise. 
As he was one of the original 
citizens of Riverside, you’ll find a 
Packard Street and Packard 
Building. 

Colonel Packard’s father at¬ 
tended the Brockton School in 
Riverside but later moved to the 
state of Washington where he 
graduated from the University 
of Washington. 

Graduating from Washington 
State College in 1935 with Bache¬ 
lor of Science Degree in Agricul¬ 
ture and a Second Lieutenant’s 
commission in the Infantry Re¬ 
serve, Colonel Packard went to 
work for Swift and Company. 
He returned the following year 
to college and received a Masters 
Degree in Education. Teaching 
was next on his agenda and at 
the Riverside High School, Spo¬ 
kane County, in the State of 
Washington, he taught Vocation¬ 
al Agriculture and within ’two 
years became Principal. Before 
entering the army for active duty 
as a 2nd Lt. on June 1, 1941, 
he was Superintendent of the 
Consolidated School District in 
Spokane County. Colonel Pack¬ 
ard reported to F o rt George 
Wright and was then transferred 
to McChord Field. From Mc- 
Chord Field Colonel Packard was 
assigned to the Headquarters of 
the Second Air Forces. His next 
assignment brought him to Rapid 
City, South Dakota, as a mem¬ 
ber of the 41st Combat Wing to 


await overseas orders. Joining 
the 8th Air Force in England he 
commanded Army Air Force 
Station 103. 

One of Colonel Packard’s in¬ 
teresting’ experiences while sta¬ 
tioned in England was his visit 
to the Inn which was operated 
by one of his ancestors, Samuel 
B. Packard, in 1630. It was built 
in the 13th Century and is locat¬ 
ed at Hingham, England. 

On October 3, 1944, Colonel 
Packard came back to the United 
States for re-assignment and fur¬ 
lough. From Santa Monica Re¬ 
distribution Station he was as¬ 
signed to the 22nd AAF Base 
Unit at Camp Anza on January 
6, 1945. 

In 1939 Colonel Packard mar¬ 
ried Miss Evelyn C. Coldsnow, a 
former student at the Riverside 
High School, in Spokane County. 
Mrs. Packard is active in Red 
Cross work at Camp Anza. 

The Colonel’s plans for the 
future are vague. He’ll either 
stay in the army or go back to 
his farm in Washington, as farm¬ 
ing is both his occupation and 
hobby. He has an 80 acre farm 
and boasts of 25 Guernsey cows. 
Not only does he teach Voca¬ 
tional Agriculture but he also 
puts his methods to practice on 
his dairy farm. Whether his 
theme song be, “Into the Wild 
Blue Yonder” or “Into the Wide 
Field-Yonder” is a problem that 
no doubt he will solve advan¬ 
tageously.
